came into power in Germany with the overthrow of the 
Ebert regime has proclaimed defiance to the whole world 
on certain portions of the peace treaty. The new govern- 
ment denies it has reactionary aims and promises a pro- 
gram of peace both internally and externally. 


The proclamation, issued today, was signed by Wolf- 


gang Kapp, imperial chancellor and premier of Prussia. 


The text of the proclamation includes: 
"The overthrow of the Ebert government must not be
